Oak Harbor, O., July 23.—Ten per- 
sons were killed and ten others were 
injured, some seriously, early tonight.

Fear was expressed last night that 
Mrs. Sheldon Raymond-Greiner, well- 
to-<io Chicago widow, may have com- 
mitted suicide by jumping into Lake 
Erie from the steamer North Amer- 
ican. 

She was aboard, bound for Chicago, 
when the boat left Buffalo last Satur- 
day night. Fellow passengers saw her 
on deck that same evening, but no 
one, apparently, remembers seeing her 
since then.“ 

The steamer reached Chicago Tues- 
day morning. Yesterday Mrs. Ray- 
mond-Greiner’s attorney, Harry A. 
White, who has offices in the First 
National Bank building, looked for her 
in vain. She had not returned to her 
suite in the Brewster apartments, 500 
Diveriey parkway. None of her Chi- 
cago friends knew of her whereabouts. 


Search in Detroit. 

Attorney White telegraphed a de- 
scription of the woman to the Detroit 
police and asked them to search for 
her. The North American docked at 
that city for thirty minutes Sunday, 
and there is a slight possibility that 
she may have wandered away from the 
boat and became lost. After several 
hours of searching the Detroit detec- 
tiwes reported that no trace of the 
woman had been found. 

That left Lake Erie as the most 
probable answer to the mystery of Mrs. 
Raymond-Greiner’s disappearance. 

Grieves for Husband. 

“Her husband died in April, just 
three or four days after they were 
married,” explained Mr. White last 
night. “She seemed to be very much 
broken up over his death. In fact, she 
hadn’t recovered in the least from her 
grief.” 

The missing woman is 42 years old, 
blonde, 5 feet 4 inches tall, and weighs 
125 pounds, Before her recent mar- 
riage to Sheldon Greiner, a salesman 
for the Stewart Manufacturing com- 
pany, she was Miss Mary Raymond.

Wednesday noon, May 21, was the last 
time she had seen her son Robert— 
alive. 

And with the same primitive torture 
chiseled so carefully in her face the 
mother dully told that it was Friday— 
no, Saturday—that she had next seen 
him-—his body. 

Her Emotion Subdued. 

She didn’t shed a tear. She didn't 
faint, nor collapse. Not once did she 
protect the lines of her mouth with 
her hand, She didn’t moan. When 
they put the crumpled shoes and the 
one brown stocking into her lap, she 
fingered them and identified them. But 
from out a mosaic of the most brilliant 
colors, perhaps, that have ever been 
painted into a sensational murder triai, 
an obscure, subdued, and broken seg- 
ment of the pattern was suddenly lift- 
ed to the key position. 

For with her testimony Mrs. Franks 
became the real victim of the murder 
for which Nathan F. Leopold Jr. and 
Richard Loeb, the confessed killers of 
14 year old Bobby Franks, are now 
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called by the state, told their stories ia 
court yesterday. In succession they 
mounted the stand and piled up 4 
mound of details, dull, impersonal, 
ofttimes borin gdetails they were. De- 
tails which Clarence Darrow and Ben- 
jamin Bachrach, defense counsel, read- 
ily admit, 

Details which State's Attorney Rob- 
ert E. Crowe insists, throughout the 
trial, upon piling up, rearranging, and 
heaping up still higher as he urges a 
hanging verdict.

THE FIRST LINK 


There followed the first of the long 
chain of witnesses on whose story, in 
chronological order, State’s Attorney 
Crowe depends for a hanging verdict. 
The first stone in the rampart of evi- 
dence was laid by J. D. Craven, room 
clerk at the Morrison hotel. 

He told how a “ Morton D. Ballard” 
had registered, and had taken room 
1031; how “ Ballard” had disappeared, 
and how his suitcase had been seized. 

“The room not being occupied, we 
made an inspection of the room and 
found insufficient baggage to carry the 
account any further, so we checked it 
out as a skip,’’ declared Craven. 

State’s Attorney Crowe showed’ the 
suitcase and the four books, drawn 
frum the University of Chicago library, 
and Craven identified them. 

It was Richard Loeb who had posed 
as Ballard at the hotel, as was shown 
when Thomas Taylor, house detective 
at the Morrison, identified the four 
books and the library card in one of 
them signed “R. A. Loeb.” Loeb, it 
was shown, still owes the hotel ‘$8.20. 


Proof of Bank Accounts. 


The state began then its proof of the 
bank accounts which Loeb and Leopold 
had established in order to finance 
their plan of crime. Charles E. Ward, 
cashier of the Hyde Park State bank, 
told how Leopold this time had posed 
as Ballard of Peoria, and had put $100 
in the bank on May 7; that “ Ballard” 
closed it out by making out a check 
to “cash” on May 22. 

Attorney Bachrach and Mr. Crowe 
clashed as Ward told of the identifica- 
tion of Leopold in the county jail when 
the two boys had been taken from the 
state’s attorney's custody. 

Mr. Bachrach brought out the fact 
that Leopold had objected to being 
identified. 

**He did like this,” said the witness, 
and threw his arms before his face 
State’s Attorney Crowe elicited the 
testimony that Leopold had not been 
dragged out or manhandled. 


Points Out Loeb. 


Arthur Doherty, teller at the bank, 
followed on the stand and pointed out 
Richard Loeb as the one who had 
cashed “ Ballard’s’’ $100 check. His 
place was taken by Miss Clara Vin- 
negge, clerk at the Hyde Park State 
bank. Her testimony showed how the 
records or the be bank demonstrated the 
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manner in which the*two boys had 
used each other’s money to furnish 
“ Ballard” with money. 


Loeb had an account there, she tes- 
tified. It was $100 drawn from this 
account which had furnished Leopold 
as “Ballard” with the $100 he depos- 
ited on May ?.

Opening Statement Maps 
State’s Evidence. 


Thinking he would ingratiate him- 
self with the state's attorney thereby, 
Richard Loeb was the first to confess 
to the murder of Robert, Franks and 
in his confession he sought to tighten 
the noose about the neck of his partner 
in crime, Nathan Leopold Jr. 

This was charged by State's Attor- 
ney Robert E. Crowe yesterday in his 
opening statement at the trial of the 
two for the murder. 

The story of the inception, execution 
and unraveling of the crime that has 
shocked the nation, was carefully set 
out by the prosecutor. His remarks 
follow, as carefully transcribed by a 

court stenographer. 


Crowe Gives the Details.

Want to Save Herriot. 

The net result of the meeting is that 
nothing has been accomplished, and 
despite the official optimism the out- 
look is most dark. An American 
diplomat, who is in close touch with 
the conference, told THE TRIBUNE to- 
day that there is just one question, 
and that is to find a way of offering 
adequate security for the loan and 
saving M. Herriot when he returns to 
Paris. 

Late tonight it was learned from 
Paris that former Premier Poincare 
has obtained the upper hand in the 
French senate and is preparing to turn 
out M. Herriot on the excuse that he 
has failed to secure peace in London 
and has imperilled the French inter- 
ests. The French delegation refused 
to discuss the report, but the air of 
gloom indicated they are losing hope 
of a successful outcome of the confer- 


ence. 
The bankers frankly were pessi- 
mistic. M. Herriot told them the 
French had been taught to regard the 
reparations commission as the key- 
stone of the covenant. -He said any 
weakening of the commission’s powers 
would be fatal to his government and 
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any settlement he might make.. The 
bankers do not believe it will be 
possible to float the loan for Germany 
unless the powers of the commission 
are curtailed. 


GERMANS AWAIT BID

BERLIN, July 23.—In preparation 
for participation in the London con- 
ference on the Dawes plan, the Ger- 
man foreign office has ordered a special 
train for Saturday, so the delegates can 
arrive at the British capital Sunday 
night and begin work on Monday.

invitation to Germany to send rep-- 


resentatives is expected to be received 
officially Thursday night. 

In the meanwhile the whole attitude 
in Germany regarding the conference 
has changed.

And we shall not cease to 
do so until murder and violence are reduced to the 
minimum which a civilized community, a great 
city’ worthy of world fame, can self-respectingly 
tolerate. 

We urge again concerted action by the authori- 
ties and apprepriate representative bodies to map 
out, initiate, and carry on radical and compre- 
hensive measures of reform. We suggest that 
the crime commission, the Chicago Bar associa- 
tion, the attorney general, the state’s attorney, the 
chief of police, the chief justice of the criminal 
branch of the Cireuit court, and Associate Justic: 
De Young of the Supreme court form a special 
committee for.this purpose. We include Mr. 
Justice De Young because, as we have said before, 
the consideration of problems of enfereement of 
criminal law in a great city requires the special 
knowledge of our conditions which downstate mem- 
bers of our high court of review naturally do not 
have, with the result that the handling of cases 
often produces delays and evasions of essential 
justice and add seriously to our demoralized state. 
At any rate, a body such as we have suggested 
is necessary to formulate and lead an aggressive 
campaign to make our application of criminal law 
so expeditious and certain that crimes of violence 
in this community cease to be a scandal and 
menace. Back of such a community would be 
found the full support of the public, and the effect 
upon our deplorable situation would at once 


appear.

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OSLER ON. VACCINATION. 
Chicago, July 16.—For the benefit of 
the possibly “ thinking ”’ but surely mis- 
informed who commented unfavorably 
on your editorial. concerning compulsory 
vaccination I should like you to print 
the following, which is quoted freely 
from Sir William Osler: 

“Communities in which vaccination 
and revaccination are thoroughly and 
systematically carried out are those in 
which smallpox has the fewest victims. 
Owing to a widespread prejudice 
against vaccination in Montreal] there 
grew up, between the years 1276 and 
1884, a considerable unprotected popula- 
tion, and the materials were ripe for 
an extensive epidemic. The soil had 
been prepared and it only needed the 
introduction of the seed, which in due 
time came with the Pullman car con- 
ductor from Chicago on Feb. 28, 1885. 
Within the next ten months thousands 
of persons were stricken with the disease 
and 8,164 died.”

In his communication of June 24, 
submitting the request that the Wash- 
ington government accept this repre- 
sentation of the Irish Free State, Am- 
bassador Howard told Secretary 
Hughes that “his majesty's govern- 
ment has come to the conclusion that 
it is desirable’ that the handling of 
matters at Washington exclusively re- 
lating to the Irish Free State should 
be confided to a miniater plenipoten- 
tiary accredited/to the United States 
government.” 

"Such a minister,” the ambassador 
continued, “ would be accredited by his 
majesty the king to the President of 
the United States, and he would he 
furnished with credentials that would 
enable him to take charge of all af- 
fairs relating to the Irish Free State. 

“The Irish ‘minister would at all 
times \ye int the closest touch. with his 
majesty’s “ambassador, and any ques- 
tion as to whether a matter comes 
within the category of those to be han- 
dled by the Irish minister would be 
settled by consultation between them. 

“In matters falling within his sphere 
the Irish minister would not be subject 
to the control of his majesty’s ambas- 
sador, nor would his majesty’s ambas- 
sador be responsible for the Irish min- 
ister’s actions.” ‘

He increased the obligation to a cer- 
tain extent last night at Ravinia by 
presiding over the first American pre- 
sentation of “The Point-Lace of Ar- 
gentan.”’ :

It is possible this opera will never 
become a household word, but this is 
not to say it is not a rather fine thing. 
It is gentle and persuading, and not 
in the least flashy: the tale of-.a peas- 
ant woman who gives shelter to a 
storm-beaten traveler, to learn that, 
unawares, she has entertained the 
Holy Maid, who by a vision shows her 
the ‘forgotten secret of how to make 
the point-lace of the title. 

For this plot in one act, Felix Four- 
drain wrote forty minutes of honest, 
melodious, and unsensational music, 
which, somehow or other, sticks in the 
memory. Perhaps, the best part of it 
is that it gave Ina Bourskaya a chance 
for a fine character study of the Nor- 
man peasant. Léon Rothier a brilliant 
scene in one of the best things he has 
done at Ravinia, and Thalia Sabanieva 
the part of the transformed wanderer. 

The same artistic honesty that is in 
the music was in the performance.

The new opera was followed by 
“Ta Navarraise’’—quite a different 
matter, much worse music, much 
noisier, with gunshots all over the 
landscape, and loud singing by every 
one concerned.

the Black Sheep 
Is Noblest of All’

Have you not wondered some time at 
the attitude of parents toward the 
black sheep of the family? How he 
seems to be’ cherished more by the 
mother than the children who never 
give her a moment’s sorrow? 

Parental love for the black sheep, 
Anna Garlin Spencer, sociologist, tells 
us, is one of the saddest and one of 
the noblest of human exhibits in sym- 
pathy and affection. He may remain a 
burden and a sorrow to his dying day, 
yet mother love never fails him, 
Why? Because he is the child who} 
needs most the tenderness of the par- 
ent. 

The blind instinct of the true mother 
to succor, to protec’, and to preserve 
the helpless creature she bears is of 
vital importance to the race. The 


delicate child, the crippled child, and 
the weak child are cherished more 
than the whole and hearty and excel- 
lent children, simply bécause of help- 
lessness.

“A woman of the finest nature,” 
Mrs. Spencer relates, “as a girl was 
captured in imagination by a man of 
brilliant quality but of peculiar cruelty 
and wickedness of nature. After their 
marriage he was guilty of many crimes. 
They had two sons. One was like her- 
self, and became a man honored by 
all. He was of the greatest help to his 
mother. The other seemed the image 
of his father in all ways—personal 
beauty, brilliant talent, and a naturally 
depraved character. He landed in 
prison, sentenced for many years for 
forgery and bank robbery. His mother 
said with truth that she had never 
had a moment’s relief from the most 
wearing anxiety until he was safely 
behind prison bars, where he could 
no longer torture his young wife or 
hurt any one else by his wrong.actions. 
Yet that mother, when he was break- 
ing her heart by his actions and most 
willing to do it; never failed in love, 
in patience, and in deep understand- 
ing of his moral twist and incapacity. 

“A girl born of ordinary intelligent 
and moral parents,’’ she further re- 
lates, “became a prodigy of sex per- 
version and the accomplice of thieves 
and murderers. She gave untold misery 
to all her family. The father never 
gave up his search for her when. she 
left home, and never failed to give 
her succor and most tender care when 
she came back worn and ill. At last 
he abandoned all other interests in life 
to snatch her away from bad com- 
panions and try to establish her in a 
new place and a better surrounding.”

I happened in a police court one 
day to hear a mother pleading for the 
release of her girl taken in a raid in 
a questionable place of amusement 
the evening before. She was an emaci- 
ated looking young woman of 18 or 
thereabouts, painted, pert, and garish- 
ly dressed.

Edmonton, Alberta, July 23.—The re- 
port from Chicago today that Alberta's 
wheat crop this year would amount to 
only 40,000,000 bu was characterized as 

“ quite unfounded ”. by George Hoadley, 
Alberta minister of agriculture. 

The government has made no estimate 
of the crop yet, and no information is 
available that will warrant even a rea- 
sonably accurate guess, he asserted. 

“ The situation is changing every day,” 
the minister added, “and it would be 
impossible to make an estimate as com- 
pared with last year or any other year. 
As a matter of opinion, I will say that 
the 40,000,000 guess looks like an ex- 
tremely low one. 

“While it is unfortunately true that 
there will be crop failures in some parts

Greenhaus said in court last week 
that he had undertaken to obtain large 
amounts of the oil stock in exchange for 
gold notes on the Middle States concern, 
which he had been able to obtain at a 
considerable discount. He said that his 
plan was to exchange the notes for 
stock, dollar for dollar, and make a 
profit of 25 per cent by turning the 
stock back on the market. This would 
have resulted in his making a profit of 
approximately $1,250,000.
